THE TERRITORIES.

eighty-one millions of dollars , 

The total debt stood, Apri: 1, 1867, two 
thousand six hundred and sixty-three 
millions, against two UWjousand eight 
hundred and twenty-seven millions, 
April 1, 1866, showing a reduction of one 
hundred and sixty-four millions. 

But at the same time, the com debt 
was increased from one thousand one 
hundred and eighty millions to one 
thousand four hundred and forty-nine, 
or three hundred and nineteen millions, 
while the currency debt was reduced to 
four hundred and fifty-four millions. 

Now with, gold at 155, the currency 
debt was worth about seventy-four cents 
on the dfilar, and the four hundred and 
fifty-four millions could have been paid 
with the equivalent of three bundred 
and thirty-five millions of coin, or but 
sixteen millions more than it will take 
to pay the increase of the coin debt. 

Thus, while the nom/na/ amount of the 
debt is reduced one hundred and sixty- 
four millions, its rea/ amount is reduced 
only sixteen millions. And yet the reve. 
nue in coin from customs is one hundred 
and thirty-five millions a year, which is 
double as much as can be permanently 
expected. The coin interest wiil soon 
reach one hundred and thir.y-five mil- 
lions a year, and taxes will be called for 
in specie equivalents.

REVENUE. 

In regard to that most difficult and 
delicate of all subjects in a popular gov- 
ernment, the raising of revenue, Con- 
greas was left free to adopt either or both 
of two modes: that of levying duties on 
imports, and that of direct tax. In the 
latter case, by way of compensation for 
the excess of political power give to the 
glaveholding States, by counting three- 
fifths of the slaves as so much of the pop- 
nlation, in determining the number of 
their representatives in Congress, it was 
provided that the tax should be levied in 
proportion to the representation of each 
State in the lower House of Congress; 
and it was left to Congress, not only to 
prescribe the articles to be taxed, but 
also to regulate and provide for the col- 
lection of the taxes. 


SLAVERY. 

The matter of slavery was dealt with 
by the Constitution with an unfortunate 
tenderness ; and the result bas demon- 
strated the inutility of compremises in 
regard to great interests and vital ques- 
tidns, and how short-lived a Govern-| 
ment must needs be, when it can only 
te ereated by means of such compro- 
mises. The existence of slavery in the 
States, and its legality as Giving title to 
slaves as property, are palpably recog- 
mized by the Constitution; and yet 
slaves are cautiously described as ‘‘ per- 
sous held to labour or service.’’ The 
prohibition of the slave-trade, until after 
a certain period, is ‘carefully provided 
against, equally without the use of the

| ThgCineinnati Laguirer, speaking of 
| the decisjon of the Supreme Court of the 
| United States in the Mississippi injunc- 
tion case, says: 

One result, however, of the decision is 
palpable, and will probably strike law- 
yers with surprise: There is a class of 
statutes over questions of whose consti- 
tutionality the supreme court of the 
United States declares itself to have nv 
juriadiction.

| work its destruction, but will make its 
destruction a thing to be desired. A gov- 
ernment so lame apd incomplete, bun- 
glingly constructed, so impotent or so ob- 
structive as not to possess remedial Means 
as broad as the field of possible privation 
of right, is too weak to continue, and too 
worthless to deserve labor or sacrifice for 
its continuance.
